A bench warrant has been lsrued tor 
the arrest of J. B. Mathews, who was 
Assistant Secretary of State under 
Caleb Powers. Mathews la a witness for 
the Commonwealth against Powets and 
has suddenly disappeared. It is said he 
has left the State. Mathews was wanted 
to give evidence in rebuttal contra¬ 
dicting a statement by Powers that he 
did not give Youtsey a key to his office. 
The Commonwealth has an affidavit 
from Mathews that Powers admitted 
to him that he had given Youtaey the 
key. About thirty witnesses wer* ex¬ 
amined for the defense yesterday, but 
the testimony was practically the same 
as that offered at the previous trial. 
W. C. Owens was fined by the court for 
refusing to atop talking when ordered 

The announcement was made yester¬ 
day by Rear Admiral Schley's attor¬ 
neys In the Court of Inquiry that the 
Admiral would probably be placed on 
the stand to-day to testify In his own 
behalf. The chief Interest In the pro¬ 
ceedings yesterday centered in the de¬ 
scription of the battle of Santiago by 
Chief Boatswain William L. Hill, of the 
Brooklyn, who told In a graphic man¬ 
ner how Commodore Schley had stood 
cool and collected during the fight 
while the shells were bursting around 
him. Mr. Hill's evidence provoked two 
outbursts of applause, which were 
promptly checked by Admiral Dewey.

The Mus¬ 
ical Club believed her to be smarting 
under criticism of her work In Louis¬ 
ville and demanded and received a for¬ 
feit of $1,600 for her nonappear ince.

Seygard. who became her substitute. 


At a meeting of Kentucky distillers 
and the president of the National 
Wholesale Liquor Dealers* Association, 
held in Louisville yesterday, prelim¬ 
inary steps were taken by which It la 
hoped the two Interests may combine 
to secure a seventy-cent tax and an 
eight-year outage period.

TO CONTRADICT THE STATE¬ 
MENT MADE BY POWERS 


RELATIVE TO YOUTSEY’S KEY. 


The Ohio Valley Improvement Asso¬ 
ciation began Its seventh annual con¬ 
vention In Paducah yesterday.

Georgetown, Ky., Oct. 22.—[Special ] 
—J. B. Mathews, Assistant Secretary of 
State under Caleb Powers, and one of 
the most Important witnesses for the 
Commonwealth, disappeared from 
Georgetown some time last night, and 
according to the latest information he 
has left Kentucky, and Is now In West 
Virginia, where the authorities of the 
State cannot reach him. Mathews was 
summoned as a witness ror the State 
and came to Georgetown. According 
to reports made to the Commonwealth 
he left Georgetown In a buggy. Men 
were sent to the mountains after him, 
but It was said that no trace of him 
has yet been found. 

The Commonwealth, It is said, was 
relying on Mathews’ testimony to con¬ 
tradict Powers on a material point and 
one which would have been of great 
damage to his defense. It is learned 
that shortly after the shooting of Goe¬ 
bel, Mathews, who was employed by 
Powers to make an Investigation of the 
tragedy, made a sworn statement or af¬ 
fidavit, now. in the State’s possession, 
that Powers told him that he gave 
Henry E. Youtaey a key to his office 
on two occasions during the month of 
January. This was when Powers, ac¬ 
cording to his own statement, was in¬ 
vestigating the crime because numer¬ 
ous reflections had been cost on him as 
a result of the repeated statements 
that the shot had been fired from his 
office. 

• • • 

Powers Denied Statement. 

When Powers was on the stand Mon¬ 
day. he was asked If he gave Youtsey 
a key to his office during January, 1900. 
He replied that it was his best recol¬ 
lection that he did not. He was then 
asked If he did not tell J. B. Mathews 
that he had given Youtsey his key on 
two different occasions during that 
month. 

*’I positively did not,” replied Powers. 

The Commonwealth had Mathews’ 
sworn statement that Powers did make 
the statement to him and Mathews 
knew It. It Is thought that he was cer¬ 
tain that he would either be compelled 
to repudiate his sworn statement If he 
took the witness stand or do great 
damage to Powers, so he concluded to 
leave. 

Just as soon as It was learned by the 
attorneys for the State that Mathews 
had gone, an order was secured for his 
arrest, but It Is not probable that It 
will he served, as he Is probably be¬ 
yond the Jurisdiction of a bench war¬ 
rant 

It Is claimed by persons connected 
with the Commonwealth that when 
Powers made the statement to Math¬ 
ews he had no Idea at that time that 
Ms arrest would follow. 

• • • 

Many Witnesses Examined. 

About thirty witnesses were put on 
the stand by the defense to-day. All 
have not yet testified, but the counsel 
for the prisoner say to-night that they 
will certainly close to-morrow. 

The lawyers for Powers did not want 
Judge Cantrlll to hold a session of the 
court to-night, but the Judge said that 
the night sessions of the court would 
go on unfit the trial was ended. 

No contradictions that were not made 
by the witnesses for the defense In the 
former trial were made to-day. 

« • • 

Morning Session. 

When court convened this morning 
at 9 o’clock Mr. George L. Danforth. of 
Louisville, was called. He was before 
a committee In the Senate chamber 
when Goebel was shot, but did not 
know' whence the bullets were fired. 

Dr. J. G. Furnish, superintendent of 
the Central Asylum for the Insane at 
Lakeland, who was one of the physi¬ 
cians who attended Gov. Goebel, said 
the woubd of entrance tn Goebel's 
body was larger than the wound of 
exit and that the bullet hole in the 
skin was lower than the hole in the 
body. He attributed this condition to 
Mr. Goebel's erect carriage. 

Capt. “Dolly” Wolcott. Captain of the 
Frankfort company of militia, w'as 
then called lie said that W. H. Cul- 
ton told him that his bruther-ln-Iaw. 
Edward Hogg, had made an agreement 
with the Commonwealth whereby.he 
was aot to be prosecuted and that 
Hogg had sold the State a “gold brick.” 

George Barnes and Jailer Martin 
Laurence, of Frankfort, testified to Im¬ 
material fftets. Laurence said he hud 
no knowledge of any conversation be¬ 
tween Powers and Ennis Clark in 


CALVE CLAIMS THROAT IS SORE 

AND REFUSES TO SING “CARMEN.” 


Manager Grau Compelled To Pay a Forfeit of $1,500 
In Nashville As Well As Give Back 
People Their Money. 


YALUABLEWITNESS MISSING. 


J. B. Mathews Disappears 
From Georgetown. 


WAS WANTED IN REBUTTAL 


Nashville, Tenn., Oct. 23— [Special.]— 
There was great disappointment in 
Nashville to-day when It was an¬ 
nounced that Madame Calve would not 
appear In “Carmen” to-night because of 
Illness. A large number of people had 
come In from neighboring towns to hear 
her, and there was a good deal of sore- 
nens. The Musical Club, under whose 
auspices the Grau company came here, 
wrote a warm letter to Manager Grau 
in which they claimed that they did 
not believe Madame Calve too 111 to 
sing to-night, and insisted that If she 
was the contract specified that Madame 
Eames should be -substituted in 
“Faust.“ 

Grau came back by saying that 
Eames was billed to appear In “Faust” 
In Memphis, and wns already on her 
way there. Therefore he could not sub¬ 
stitute her. He agreed as by contract 
to forfeit $1,500 for the nonappearance 
of Calve and to substitute Madame 


j Seygarri In the part of “Carmen.” As 
nothing else was to be done this com¬ 
promise was agreed upon and the an¬ 
nouncement made that all who pur 
i chased tickets for “Carmen” could get 
their money back or exchange them for 
tickets for to-morrow night's opera. 

Calve announced that she would not 
sing either In Atlanta or Memphis, and 
that she would go direct from here to 
New Orleans, where she will appear. It 
Is said a criticism In yesterday’s Louis 
vllle Times of the great singer's Inabil¬ 
ity to enthuse her hearers the night be¬ 
fore caused her to become 111. 

Calve claims that she caught cold 
coming down from Louisville. Three 
physicians have given a certificate that 
her throat Is in no condition for her to 
sing. Early In the day she gave di¬ 
rections to the hotel clerk not to send 
up any cards from anybody. 

In addition to his forfeiture of $1,500 
<o the Musical Club, Manager Grau 
also gave $500 to the .Tabernacle fund.

ALABAMA GERMAN-AMERIGANS 

FORM IMMIGRATION SOCIETY 


Birmingham, Ala., Oct, 23.—[Special ] 
—At a convention of the German* 
American citizens of Alabama, held in 
this city to-day. the German Immigra¬ 
tion Society of Alabama was organized. 
Emil Lesser, an Influential German 
citizen of Birmingham, was put at the 
head of the movement. The convention 
was largely attended, ati the Alabama 
German colonies, which have been suc¬ 
cessful, being well represented. The 
object of the society and its originators 


will be to promote German Immigration 
to Alabama, both from the old country 
and from the North and Northwest 
Cerman-Americans will be in charge 
of the Bureau of Information, and will 
endeavor to settle the immigrants 
without reference to railroad or other 
Influences. 

The main object of the society Is to 
locate the settlers at such places ad¬ 
jacent to the large towns that will In¬ 
sure a market for the articles they 
raise or make.

Denies Incendiary Statements. 


Representative W. H. Lilly, of Les¬ 
lie county, denied that he said If the 
legislature did not seat Representative 
Berry, of Fayette county, the Demo¬ 
crats would be shot and that there 
would be no more harm In killing them 
in the legislative hall than there would 
be In killing so many rabbits. 

N. I. McDaniel, of Franklin county, 
said that when Goebel w&b Bhot he 
heard a Dr. Robinson, of Frankfort, 
say; “Boys, let’s get our guns and 

kill Taylor and every white- 

on the square.” 

James Harklerode. a barber, of Bar- 
bourvllle, swrore that on March 16 
Wharton Golden said In his shop that 
Caleb Powers was an innocent man and 
had nothing to do with th© killing of 
Goebel. He said Powers had never 
conspired against the life of Goebel or 
any other Democrat. Later Harkle¬ 
rode said Golden drew a huge roll of 
paper money from his pocket and said: 
“Why, don’t you know there Is a re¬ 
ward of $100,000 afloat and I am in on 
It?” 

Capt. Golden, counsel for the State, 
asked Harklerode If he had not been 
indicted for violating the laws of the 
State. The court ruled that the ques¬ 
tion was not competent. 

Judge Cantrlll adjourned court at 12 
o’clock.

LARGE NUMBER OF DELEGATES 
ARE PRESENT. 


DAY DEVOTED TO SPEECHES. 


When court was called to order at 2 
o'clock Lieut. Charles tllbson and T. B. 
Tinsley, of RarbourvUle. corroborated

The defense recalled Edw’ard Steffey j 
and asked him If he had told Edward 
Lane that he was getting $5 a day for 1 
testifying In Powers’ examining trial 
at Frankfort. He said he made no such 
statement to any one. 

Edward Lane was then called and 
swore that Steffey did tell him that he 
would not work for a telephone com¬ 
pany when he was getting $5 a day for 
his testimony. 

Col. C. C. Mengel and David Gray, of 
Louisville, testified that, according to 
a previous arrangement between them 
and Adjt. Gen. D. R. Collier, the words 
“All Right.” sent to them In a telegram 
bv Mr. Collier, on January 30, was an 
order from the Governor to bring the 
First regiment, fully equipped, to < 
Frankfort.

Charles O. Reynolds, of Lexington, 
said at the meeting tyeld In Lexington 
on January 23, there was nothing said 
about seating by force Representative 
Henry Berry, of Fayette county, on 
Monday, the following day.

HELD UP BY BANDITS, WHO SE¬ 
CURE LITTLE BOOTY. 


THE ROBBERS CATCH A TARTAR 


Dynamite and Threats Fall 
Fnghten the Man In Charge 
of the Express Car. 


HE MAKES USE OF A SHOTGUN. 


Portland. Ore., Oct. 23.—The north¬ 
bound overland express train on the 
Southern Pacific was held up by two 
masked men fifteen miles south of Eu¬ 
gene at 3 o'clock this morning. The 
robbers blew' open the express car with 
dynamite, but secured no booty, having 
been driven off by the express messen¬ 
ger. 

The only booty secured was one reg¬ 
istered mall pouch. Two men boarded 
the train at Cottage Grove and a short 
distance this side, near Saginaw, put 
off the fireman and hla helper, un¬ 
coupled the express car and made the 
engineer go ahead a -short distance. 
Their first act was to blow open the 
door of the express car. which they 
did with dynamite, tearing the door to 
Pieces arid badly damaging the car. 

• • • 

Was There To Stay. 

Express Messenger C. R. Charles was 
In the car and had made up his mind 
to stay there. The robbers ordered the 
messenger out of the car. but he de¬ 
terminedly refused to come, and held 
a position where he could easily bring 
down any person who should enter 
through the opening on the side made 
by th© dynamite. 

“Come out of there or we will blow 
you and the car all to hell,’’ command¬ 
ed the robbers. 

Then the desperadoes compelled the 
cnc.ii eer to throw into the car a stick 
of dynamite with a lighted fuse. The 
mouse tiger grubbed it# put‘out the fire 
in the fuse and threw out the stick, 

• • • 

Their Scheme Failed, 


They next attempted to enter the car 
by compelling the engineer, who was In 
the hands of the robbers, to crawl In 
through the door, the robbers hoping 
to gain admittance by using him as a 
protector, but Charles used his shotgun 
to good advantage and kept up a good 
fire directly over the engineer’s head, 
knowing well the robbers would at¬ 
tempt to follow* him into the car. Fi¬ 
nally the robbers turned their atten¬ 
tion to getting away with what little 
they could from the mall car. They 
obtained the registered mail and then 
one of them, taking the engineer on 
hoard the engine, which they cut loose 
from the train and ran to within half 
a mile of Eugene, where he left the en¬ 
gine and started toward the WHIam^tt* 
river In a northerly direction. The pas¬ 
sengers were not molested. 

• • • 

Tells His Experience. 


The first Intimation I had of any¬ 
thing wrong,” said C. F. Charles, the 
express messenger, In speaking of his 
experience, “was w-hen the train began 
to slow* up near Walker’s station. It 
w as 2:45 o’clock as near as I remember. 
Shortly after that the train came to a 
standstill, and I was ordered to open 
the door. I refused to move. I was 
threatened with all sorts of things. 
'Open up this car or we will blow you 
to hell,' commanded one of the robbers. 
I made no response and wafc given a 
salute with dynamite. The first charge 
blew* open one of the doors and knocked 
me down.

Dynamite of No Avail.

The third shot fulled to go off. as I had 
removed my shoes and quietly walked 
over to the dynamite and detached the 
fuse. Two more shots exploded, each 
of them blowing a hole In the floor of 
the car. A11 told four shots went off In 
the car. two failed to explode, and one 
I prevented from exploding by remov¬ 
ing the fuse All efforts to compel me 
to open up or leave the car falling, the 
engineer was sent in through the open¬ 
ing blown Into the side. I ordered him 
to get out and fired a shot over his head 
with my shotgun.

“AN UNMITIGATED NUISANCE.” 


Washington. Oct. 23.-Following a 
dramatic description of the battle of 
Santiago by Chief Boatswain WIlllAm 
L. Hill, of the Brooklyn, and a graphic 
picture of Commodore Schley standing 
cool and collected amid the flying 
shells, came the announcement In the 
Schley Court of Inquiry to-day, that 
the Rear Admiral would probably take 
the witness stand on his own behalf 
some time to-morrow. 

This announcement Is Justified by the 
progress made to-day in the examina¬ 
tion of witnesses called to testify in the 
Admiral’s behalf. Eight witnesses were 
heard and there are only three more 
names on the list, preceding the name 
of the Admiral himself. Of these three 
only Capt. Clark, of the Oregon, Is ex¬ 
pected to testify at any length. It is 
not probable that the Admiral will b© 
called before the afternoon session. He 
will be the last witness to be heard In 
support of his side of the controversy. 
It Is now considered probable that he 
will be on the stand for two or three 
days.

Evidence In Rebuttal. 

It Is not yet possible to say whether 
any witnesses will be called In rebuttal 
by the court, but it seems probable that 
Mr. Sylvester Scovel may be summoned 
by the Government to relate the Inci¬ 
dent of the meeting of the press boat, 
Somers M. Smith, by the scout boat, 
St. Paul, while the latter was off San¬ 
tiago In May, 1898.

When court convened this evening 
Joseph Robinson, of Frankfort, was 
put on the witness stand. He said Cul- 
ton told him after his arrest that he 
had made no confession, and that he 
knew nothing about any conspiracy to 
kill Goebel or any other person. 

W. W. Anderson, of Lawrenceburg. 
who testified to the same effect, admit¬ 
ted on cross-examination that he was 
a close friend of Jim Howard, and had 
a friendly interest In him. He fur¬ 
nished one man a “revolver” which 
might have been used when the moun¬ 
tain army went to Frankfort. 

Stuart Stone, of Lexington. Taylor's 
stenographer, said the door leading 
into the Secretary of State's office was 
broken open after Goebel was shot be¬ 
cause the men In the reception-room 
were after rifles with which “to defend” 
themselves.

Elkin Contradicts Powers. 

II. Clay Elkin, Postmaster of Lexing¬ 
ton, told of the conference relative to 
the Berry-Vat#Meter contest. Mr. El¬ 
kin contradicted Powers, who said that 
they decided at that conference to pre¬ 
vent Berry from being ousted. Mr. El¬ 
kin said no such decision was reached. 

The witness was asked if he did not 
send a telegram to Eminence after the 
conference asking that ‘witnesses” be 
brought to Frankfort the next morn¬ 
ing. He replied that he sent no such 
telegram. 

John T. Gray, of Frankfort, gave tes¬ 
timony which wus an entirely new ver¬ 
sion of the manner In which Goebel 
fell. He said the murdered man was 
shot when h*» was directly opposite the 
fountain. His head fell to the cast and 
his feet to the west. 

John J Barret, of Louisville, testified 
os to having been In the Senate cham¬ 
ber when Goebel was shot.

Mr. Owens Is Fined. 


The Rev. Z T. Cody, pastor of the 
Georgetown Baptist church, said 
Wharton Golden told him that what he 
had told was for his own protection. 

“Did Mr. Stamper borrow any money 
from you?” asked Mr. Hendrick on 
cross-examination. 

“We object.” said Mr Owens for the 
defense. “What has Mr. Stamper got 
to do with this?” 

Mr. Owens continued to talk while 
the court was ruling on the objection 
and the Judge said: Mr. Clerk, enter 
a fine of $10 against Mr. Owens and is¬ 
sue a capias forthwith.”

Chicago. Oct 23.—Half a million dol¬ 
lars' worth of buildings and slaughtered 
cattle w'ere destroyed by fire which 
broke out in the plant of tho G. H. 
Hammond Packing Company, at Ham¬ 
mond, Ind.. to-night At midnight four 
buildings had toppled over In ruins, and 
the flames were roaring high above the 
dismantled walto and threatening to de¬ 
stroy the ten structures that remained 
standing. Hammond’s fire department 
was, utterly unable to handle the fire, 
and aid was sent from here and South 
Chicago. 

At midnight the following buildings 
were In ruins: Export beef cooler, four- 
story brick and frame etructure contain¬ 
ing thouf*ancls of head of slaughtered 
cattle; cold storage warehouse, for cat¬ 
tle; beef slaughtering house and sheep 
slaughtering house. 

Besides these, half a dozen ■'Hher 
buildings, occupied as residences by offi¬ 
cials of the company, mid a brick struc¬ 
ture for the general offices, were also de¬ 
stroyed. 

The one engine company In Hammond 
w'ws helpless against a high wind, w hich 
sent a shower of Fpark* upon the un¬ 
protected buildings on every side. 
Bucket brlgadfe, hundreds to the squad, 
began to fight tho fire. Despite their 
willing work against the flames, the 
big sheep slaughter-house caught fire. 
The beef slaughter-house and the cold 
storage warehouse for cattle weTe also 
burning a few minutes later. 

Then an appeal was sent to Chicago 
for help. Several engines were loaded 
on cars, and & detail of Chicago's best 
firemen w*us started for Hammond. 
When the Chicago forces arrived they 
found the four buildings In flumes. The 
sheep and cattle slaughter-house had 
been entirely destroyed, and the last 
portions of the walls tumbled down as 
the men were disembarking. 

The firemen, seeing there was no 
chance to save the burning buildings, 
devoted their energies to checking the 
advance of* the flames. The nofs of 
three of the other buildings In the 
neighborhood cAUgbt fire from flying 
sparks, but after two-thirds of the walls 
of the burning structures had tumbled 
down tho flames were kept under con¬ 
trol. 

Over 2,000 persons were employed In 
the departments destroyed.

The reg¬ 
iment was mustered out In March, 
1865. 

The Sixth regiment was organized in 
Barboursvllle, Ky., March, 1862. Joseph 
A. Cooper was Its first Colonel, and 
he was subsequently promoted to be 
Brigadier General for meritorious and 
gallant service before Nashville. 

Those regiments first operated in 
Kentucky, and then moved southward 
to Nashville, and on to Chlekamauga. 
The Sixth regiment also fought In 
North Carolina.

ALL THE BOYS 

ESTABLISHED ALIBIS. 


No One To Account For a Destructive 
Bonfire at Floyd and Jef¬ 
ferson Streets. 


Practically all the chicken coops, 
fruit boxes, kindling wood and ash bar¬ 
rels, owned by commission merchants 
and residents In the neighborhood of 
Floyd and Jefferson streets, went up 
into smoke yesterday evening.

THE ADJUTANT GENERAL BACa. 
FROM SCENE OF TROUBLE. 


HE TALKS OF THE SITUATION. 


"No man can tell how long tbe condi¬ 
tions in Hopkins county will remain 
quiet." said Adjt. Gen. David R. Mur¬ 
ray at Seelbach’s Hotel last night. 

"As you know*," Gen. Murray contin¬ 
ued, "all the troops that have been 
guarding the mines were disbanded and 
sent home on Sunday. This to Wednes¬ 
day, and. so far, I have heard of no 
outbreak. It may come and it may 
not. The withdrawal of the tr«>ops to 
an experiment. An long as they stayed 
at the mines, there was certain to be 
no trouble. As soon as they were re¬ 
moved. the danger began again. But 
the troops could not be kept there at the 
expense of the State ail the time. They 
did what they were sent to do; that Is, 
they showed to both 6ldea exactly w'hat 
the la>v to and that Gov. Beckham In¬ 
tends that it shall be respeoted. 
Wherever It was thought necessary 
speakers w*re guarded, and In every 
instance free speech wap granted where 
It was not exercised with the purpose 
of Inciting riot. Further than this the 
troops could not go. 

”1 believe that the bulk of the mine 
owners and those who side with them, 
as well as the great majority of the 
union men, want quiet. There are, as 
to always the case, wild and reckless 
fellows on both sides. Certain union 
men may stir up a rumpus again, be¬ 
cause it to easier to get support from 
the National union than to go on work¬ 
ing every day. On the other hand, some 
men who have been employed as guards 
will prefer to keep their places. If 
they do some firing occasionally they 
can make the owners think that the 
danger still remains. As to the right 
on the two sides I have nothing to say. 
I was simply sent there to command 
the troops and to keep the peace. This 
was done while I was there. 

' It to said that there will be no clash 
until after the election. The county to 
normally Democratic, but the presence 
of a large number of negroes who have 
been brought in will make the vote 
close.

The Philippine Campaign. 

The report of the Adjutant General of 
the army shows that on September 25 
list the army of the United States con¬ 
sisted of 84.513 officers and men, of 
whom 43.329 were In the Philippine. 

Of gpeclal interest Is the report of 
the Philippine campaign for the three 
years ended on the 30th of June laet. 
During this period 112.227 officers and 
men served in the Philippines. Of these. 
619 were killed and 219 died of wounds 
after removal from the Held, a total of 
838. Thus the total deaths from wounds 
received in battle were ubout three- 
quarters of 1 per cent, of the whole 
number that saw service In the Islands. 
This, of course, 1» a small proportion 
for three years of warfare, but Is ex¬ 
plained by the fact that there were no 
great battles. The death* from dlsea**> 
Were, as usual, more numerous than 
those from the dingers of battle. The 
total deaths were less Minn 3.5 per cent. 

A comparison of these casualties with 
those of our Civil War will afford a 
somewhat better idea of the relative 
number. Of cour.ae, the civil struggle 
was on a vastly 1 irger scale, but so was 
the number of men engaged. Besides, 
the Civil War lasted about four years, 
while the report from the Philippines 
cover 3 only three. With these reserva¬ 
tions the comparison will still show a 
very striking contrast. The total en¬ 
listments during the Civil War in the 
armies of the T T n!ted States were 2.- 
798.3C4. The total deaths were as fol¬ 
lows:

There were, therefore, considering 
the length of time and the number 
engaged but little more than one-third 
as many deaths in the Philippines as In 
the Civil War. The killed in battle dur¬ 
ing the Civil War were, In round num¬ 
bers. 2V* per cent, of the totnl enlist¬ 
ments. Adding the number that died of 
wounds, we find the total that dkd from 
the chances of battle was about 4 per 
cent, of the enlist men Is. Nearly twice 
8* many died oC dteen-e. In the Philip¬ 
pines the number of deaths from dis¬ 
ease appears to have' tf£en about two 
8i> ! three-quarter times as many aa the 
killed and those that died of wounda 
combined. The excess of deaths from 
ffisoav’. especially In vl*w of the fact 
that there were no great battles. Is not 
large enough to make the impression 
that the climate In the Philippines in so 
ftry deadly.

The Dinner Pail Argument. 

One of the curiosities of the vigorous 
campaign now in progress for the con¬ 
trol of New York (-tty 19 the revival of 
the “full dinner pdfl" argument of Sen¬ 
ator Hanna. It is brought forward now. 
not by the Republican*, but by the 
Democrats. They point out to the 
voters how much more prosperous they 
have been under the administration of | 
Mayor Van Wyck than they were un- 
d*r Mayor Strong, the Inst fuslonist 
to hold that office. As to the fact there 
is no controversy and the argument Is 
said to have Its effect with the voters. 

Of course the Republicans are hasten¬ 
ing to say that the prosperity of the 
last few* years is not at all due to the 
administration of Mayor Van Wyck, 
but to other circumstances. But this 
Is precisely what the Democrats said 
when the “full dinner pail” argument 
•was sprung upon them. They demon¬ 
strated to the satisfaction of all impar- 
tiaJ students of our political history 
that the country* had in the main been 
prosperous under Democratic adminis¬ 
trations, and that the panic which 
broke out in the first year of Mr. Cleve¬ 
land's second term had been long pre¬ 
paring and was, primarily due by the 
confession of leading Republicans 
themselves to the legislation of Con¬ 
gress during the preceding term. They 
pointed out that the panic of 1873 oc¬ 
curred in the first year of Gen. Grant’s 
second term, at a time when the Re¬ 
publicans had complete control of all 
departments of the Government. But 
the students of political history cast 
but a slender minority of the votes, and 
the dinner pall argument is credited 
with having brought many votes to the 
Republican ticket. It would be equally 
logical or illogical If a repetition of this 
argument should now help the Demo¬ 
crats in New York. The argument is 
just as good in one case as in the other. 
In both cases we have an Instance of 
the familiar fallacy, post hoc ergo 
propter hoc—In other words, that the 
sequence of two events proves that the 
former is the cause of the latter. 

How effective this argument appears I 
to have been may easily be gathered | 
from a glance at the elections that 
have followed disturbances in business. 
The panic of 1837 and following years, 
which began in the first year of Von 
Buren’s Administration, was followed 
by a Whig triumph in IS40. The panic 
of 1857. In the first year of Buchanan's 
Administration, was followed by the 
success of the Republicans In 1860. To 
this the division In the Democratic 
party was the chief contributor, but It 
Is probuble that the disturbance in 
business had Its Influence also. The 
panic of 1873 was followed by the 
sweeping Democratic victories of 1874 
and the large popular majority for Til- 
den in 1876. There was a financial 
flurry In the spring of 1884 and the 
Democrats elected u President by rea¬ 
son ’of a very slender plurality In New 
York. There were several other more 
potent reasons for the victory than the 
financial flurry, but the fact Is worthy 
of mention. The political conditions 
which followed the panic of 1^93 are. of 
course, well remembered. 

It is perfectly clear from these and 
other examples that the party In power 
is always held responsible by many 
voters for disturbances of business, 
while It also gets more or less credit 
for business prosperity. A claim that 
good or bad times result from a mere 
change of parties does not. of course, 
command the assent of thinking men. 
A party may be responsible for bad 
business conditions, but cool-headed 
men insist on being shown how they »>c- 
curred before they will change their 
party offillatlon on account of them. But 
there are always a certain number of 
voters who. In times of business de¬ 
pression. will vote for a change, and 
take the risk of deriving some benefit 
from It. ‘The argument of a full dinner 
pall la not strong In logic, but It is 
sometimes very effective. In New York 
It is apparently not meant to be taken 
as a bit of grim humor, but It is pre¬ 
sented seriously. It has the merit, at 
least, of being os fair for one side as 
it is for the other. 


Marriage of Divorced Persons. 

A curioua thing has come to light 
with regard to the defeat In the Trien¬ 
nial Convention of the Episcopal 
Church of the canon prohibiting the 
marrying of divorced people even 
where the person desiring to re-enter 
the wedded relation was Innocent. The 
lay delegates are said to hove been re¬ 
sponsible for the rejection of the canon. 
It occurred to them as it did not to 
the clerical party which favored the 
canon that after all It was not the 
church but the State In which is vest¬ 
ed the authorisation of marriage, and 
that hence the church was exceeding 
Its powers when It undertook to limit 
the action of an agent of the State. 
The matter is said to have come out 
in conversation with lay delegates who 
happened to be lawyers, whereupon it 
was thought Wisest to drop the canon. 
They took the view that the clergy¬ 
man In solemnizing marriages was a 
civil officer and the State the sole Judge 
of the qualifications of the candidates 
for matrimony. , 

This mutter has interest apart from 
the strictly religious point of view. A 
well-known Episcopal clergyman in 
New- York last Sunday preached a vig¬ 
orous sermon upon the defeated canon 
In w'hlch he did not hesitate to say that 
had It been enacted he would have de¬ 
fied It He held that the church had, 
for example, no right to stand in the 
way of any mnn w ho desired to legalize 
his relations with a woman, no mat¬ 
ter what that man's previous conduct 


had been. Christ, he urged, would not 
have done so. He did not touch upon 
the legal point which was raised In the 
convention—at least Jlie report of his 
sermon made no mention of It—but 
that has an Important bearing upon a 
number of recent marriages which 
have occasioned a great amount of 
comment. For Instance, the clergyman 
who pronounced the ceremony which 
united the divorced wife of W. K. Van¬ 
derbilt to Mr. Oliver Perry Belmont 
had to suiter severe criticism which he 
did not deserve under the legal con¬ 
struction which prevailed, or Is said to 
hove prevailed. In the convention. The 
recent CM*** of th«* marriage of Mr. 
Flagler Is also an Instance in point. 
The clergyman satisfied himself that 
the divorce the millionaire had secured 
W’as Justified upon scriptural grounds, 
but as an ogent of the State his offi¬ 
ciating at the ceremony was a simple 
compliance with the law. 

The attitude of the convention 
toward the proposed canon Is likely to 
have far-reaching influence upon the 
complicated problems arising from di¬ 
vorces. it may lead to a modification 
of the ultra strict Ideas held outside 
of the Roman Church. It need not. 
however, modify the right of the 
clergyman to officiate at a marriage he 
thinks unfit Upon matters of con¬ 
science he must be his own Judge. 


0 Golly! 

A dispatch from Vienna breaks the 
news to us that the Arbiter Zeitung. 
of that city, announces that Count 
Goluchowski, the Imperial Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, is responsible for the 
President of the Chamber of Deputies 
not referring to the death of Presi¬ 
dent McKinley on the reassembling of 
Parliament, the contention being that 
although It is cuBtomnry to refer to the 
deaths of foreign sovereigns. President 
McKinley, being only an elected Pres¬ 
ident, was not entitled to such a dis¬ 
tinction. 

Gently, gently, fellow citizens; let us 
be calm. We are still here, are we not? 
Does not the roll call demonstrate that 
fact? There is no evidence to show, is 
there, that the United States of Amer¬ 
ica has been wiped off the map and 
the hole plugged up? Really, there Is 
nothing to Indicate that even Count 
Goluchowski makes any such claim or 
entertains any such belief aa that. 

L<et us not be- hastily stampeded. 
There Is yet time to look around and 
even make some Investigations before 
we pack our goods and chattels and 
move off the earth. 

Let us be sure, before actually mov¬ 
ing. that the Arbiter Zeitung said what 
It Is represented as saying. Then let 
us be sure that Count Gohichowskl said 
.vhat the Arbiter Zeitung says he said. 
After that we should yet satisfy our¬ 
selves whether becauae Count Golu¬ 
chowski said what the Arbiter Zeitung 
says he said, that necessarily finishes 
us. We have managed to survive some 
pretty hard knocks and pass through 
some pretty trying ordeals the last 
hundred and odd years, and we be¬ 
lieve we are still at the same old stand, 
despite many positive predictions of our 
disintegration or annihilation, and de¬ 
spite Count Goluchowski himself. 

Before passing out of existence, 
therefore, let us make 9iire whether we 
really have to pass. If Count Golu- 
chowaki said what he is reported to 
have said, does the fact that because 
we elect our President he is not con¬ 
sidered worthy of mention in Count 
Goluchowski's Chamber of Deputies ne¬ 
cessitate us going out of the electing, 
as well as all other, business? We need 
not despair of eventually pleasing even 
Count Goluchowski. If we should de¬ 
liberately determine that pleasing 
Count Goluchowski Is Indlspeusable to 
our happiness.

Some time In the vicissi¬ 
tudes of nations we may even have a 
President who. like Count Goluchow- 
skl's foreign sovereigns and things, 
shall have no other claim to the office 
than that he was born of certain par¬ 
ents, at a certain time, and was good 
for nothing else but the office, and not 
even for that. 

In the meantime we shall have to 
worry along without pleasing Count 
Golly. But we fully believe we can 
worry along, and without allowing his 
lnappreclatlon of us to diminish our 
own appreciation of foreign titles and 
things by which he set* such store. 
We may still continue to elect our Pres¬ 
idents, but whenever we want a count 
or two or other piece of goods In that 
line, we shut! do as we have done here¬ 
tofore—sell some hogs or kerosene, 
throw In a fifth-rate female, and buy 
what we w’ish in the open market.

DEADLY EXPLOSION OF 

CAN OF GASOLINE. 


The California Democratic Club of the 
Eleventh ward had one of the biggest 
and most enthusiastic rallies of the 
campaign at Eighteenth and Southgate 
streets last night. Over 800 voters were 
present and the deepest Interest waa 
shown by them in the addresses made. 

Mr. Charles F. Grainger was the firs* 
speaker and he was given a splendid 
welcome. Mr. Grainger spoke briefly, 
but caught the crowd when h r spoke of 
“our friend. Sapp, to whom Democrats 
are deeply thankful for driving so many 
people from his party. 

Mr. Robert W. Bingham made a tell¬ 
ing speech. He said that while born 
and reared a Democrat, he had not been 
a regular Democrat, but that this time 
he would make only one mark on the 
ticket. 

“I Khali give you plainly my reasons 
for so voting. The Republican* have Is¬ 
sued a manifesto by which they must 
stand or fail. Their only claim, as giv¬ 
en by them, for your suffrage Is that 
they have reduced the tax rate to $1.50. 
This is a mere delusion. The facts are 
that the low tax rate is due to the skill, 
ability and energy of a Democratic ad¬ 
ministration, which forced the great 
corporations for the first time to pay 
their taxes. 

“As to the two tickets, 1 shall in¬ 
dulge in no abuse, but the Republican 
ticket can show no clear title. Their 
primary was so corrupt that It had to 
be called off. Four of the candidates 
In the primary are now under Indict¬ 
ment for housebreaking and stealing 
their own party’s records. 

“The succeeding convention was also 
so corrupt that they hud difficulty in 
getting many good men to allow their 
names to be used. The Democrats pre¬ 
sent a ticket named In a fair, open 
primary, and as a proof, those candi¬ 
dates who were defeated are now fight¬ 
ing for the nominees.'* 

As a further reason, Mr. Bingham 
said that Louisville depended on South¬ 
ern trade. The wonderful increase in 
the city> ttade In the past ten years 
was due to the fact that Louisville has 
had Democratic administrations, and 
there must be a continuance of Demo¬ 
cratic rule In order tliut there may t>e 
still greater business with the South. 

“I liave another reason, but somewhat 
sentimental,’* said Mr. Bingham. *’l 
was reared where the black peril _was 
always to be feared. Such a condition 
could not have arisen in Louisville, but 
when President Roosevelt brings to his 
table as a guest, Boolcer T. Washing¬ 
ton, albeit the best of his race, every 
black mind becomes posessed of the 
Idea: 

“ *A negro cat with the President. I’ll 
do whnt 1 please.* 

’Two negro women lust Sunday went 
to the Broadway Baptist church, and 
one of them, w hen asked why they had 
done this, said: 

“ A negro eai with the President. We 
go where we please.’ 

“Heretofore, this negro question has 
been regarded like the old cry of 
•wolf,* but It Is a grave peril, and It is 
very probable that we may yet have to 
restrain th*> negro by force as a result 
of the President's act." 

Mr. George H. Alexander congratu¬ 
lated the Democrats of the Eleventh 
ward that all Democrat* had adopted 
the State's motto: “United, we stand. 
Divided, we fall’* 

Mr. Alexander paid a handsome trib¬ 
ute to Mr. Grainger's record as un Al- 
dfrman and a member of the Board of 
Public Work*. 

“He Is the embodiment of fairness, 
honesty and Intelligence. God writes a 
plain hand and thus has He marked 
our next Mayor's face." 

Mr. Alexander said that Mr. W. A.

James WiWron, who reached her first, 
threw his coat over her head and ex¬ 
tinguished the fl.imes. Her face and 
body were horribly burned, and she was 
unconscious. Dr. Harry Phillips was 
culled and pronounced the Injuries fatal. 

She regained consciousness about an 
hour after the accident, and differed ex¬ 
cruciating pain until she died. She Is 
survived by a husband and two chil¬ 
dren. one of them a four-vear-old diugh- 
ter. and the other on Infant son.

But hl« con¬ 
dition is still serious and his recovery is 
not assured. Reports from the bedside 
of the other victims were encouraging. 

Mr. William H. Meffert, manager of 
the theater, very thoughtfully visited 
all of the Injured and made careful in¬ 
quiries as to their condition. He offered 
and is ready to do everything to allevi¬ 
ate th<*fr suffering and hasten their re¬ 
covery.

Some people who were in the rush 
and were separated from their gar¬ 
ments appeared at the theater yester¬ 
day anti looked over the assortment 
which was left after the panic. 

Another scare t»ccurred on Fourth 
avenue yesterday afternoon at 4:35 
o'clock. An aliarm uf fire was turned 
in from box No. 42. the one sounded 
Tuesday afternoon, and the fire engines 
again rushed to Fourth avenue and 
Jefferson. 

People along the avenue thought that 
the theater was again on fire and there 
was a rush for the corner. The alarm 
was false and came fiom the Equitable 
building.

SOME HOPE FOR GUS RUHLIN. 


T HE Interest in the big cham¬ 
pionship fight la increasing 
daily, and It will not be long 
before it la at a white heat. Jef¬ 
frie* and Ruhlin have been in training a 
week, but the work they havo dono wus 
not as hard as that which la ahead ot 
them. Both started In by taking road 
work in the morning and gymnasium ex* 
erclae in the afternoon, but moderately. 
Billy Jordan, the famous ring announcer, 
returned from llarben Springs yesterday, 
where he spent a week w 1 th the champion 
and watched his work very closely, says 
a special from San Fruneise©. He re* 
turned full of enthusiasm over the cham¬ 
pion's condition, and the manner in which 
he was training. Jordan sold: 

**ln all my experience 1 never saw a 
tighter train like him before, and I will 
give you an Idea of the work he is doing. 
In thu morning he goes mountain climb¬ 
ing. Up there roads ure not smooth and 
free from atones and ruta, as they are 
around the city. On the contrary, he has 
to foUow narrow paths which lead up 
and over ateep mountains. To ascend 
them safely he la forced to climb on his 
hands and knees. Last Friday he took 
out Bob Armstrong, and just to have 
soma fun with him, thought he would 
stretch hit road work out. Before they 
returned to their training quarters Jeff 
did thtrty-aeven miles—which Is equal to 
twice that distance on a level road. Pour 
Armstrong waa dead when he returned 
to camp, and he said no amount of money 
could get him to go over the route with 
Jeffries again. The trip did Armstrong 
up completely, and he took a day off to 
rest up. Jeffries has got hla trainers 
•cared to death. None of them dares to 
climb the mountains with him for fear of 
falling by the wayside The couruge and 
endurance that he exhibits is something 
marvelous, and It Is no wonder that he 
Is a great fighter. That mountain air 
agrees with him hugely, and he told rue 
that he would not train anywhere else. 

“When he goes on the road he always 
takes his gun with htm and seldom re¬ 
turns with on empty bag On one trip 
last week he knocked down a line buck, 
which was one of the largest killed in 
that section this year. He likes to hum 
quail and brings the boys back & bunch 
frequently 

hus a well-equipped gymnasium to 
work In In the afternoon. HIh handball 
court Is eighty feet long and twenty fe«>e 
high, and was constructed at a large ex¬ 
pense. In connection with this he 1 ms 
a bowling alley of the regulation size. In 
another part of the gymnusium he has a 
rowing machine, which he imported from 
San Francisco. They sent him up a cross- 
armed machine first, and Jeff sent It back. 
He wanted one where the oars pulled 
back straight. Then he has his wrist ma¬ 
chines and machines for his back, neck 
and everything that a fighter could wish. 
When 1 left he was doing some light 
sparring with his brother Jack and big 
Bob Armstrong As big as Armstrong 
was he was a mere toy In Jeffries’ hands. 
I have heard it said that Jeffries was in 
danger of training hlmseir stale, but I 
have no apprehension on this score. Jef¬ 
fries is a fellow of good sense, and he will 
train strictly according to Billy Delaney’s 
orders Delaney watches every move ho 
makes and the champion’s friends have 
no cause to worry about him not being 
himself when he fights next month. There 
are about fifty persons at the Springs 
who watch him train, and there arc fifty 
more than Jeffries cares to have there. 
Jeffrie* Ukos to be alone when he Is work¬ 
ing. and this Is one reason why he went 
so far away from Son Francisco ' 

Ruhlin. who la Training at Blankens, 
has no mountain roads to cross, but ha 
takes considerable cross-country exercise, 
which la the next best thing All hut 
week he did about sight miles dally, and 
will Increass this distance this week. 
Thus far Kuhlln has done the bulk of hi* 
work Indoors. He hus the largest staff of 
•parrlng partners of any fighter that has 
yet trained here. Among the men who 
are taxing with him are Charley Goff. 
Denver Ed Martin. Kid Lavfgnc. Tlin 
Hegorty. Mike Donovan and Young Olid* 
Gus does not spier with them all every 
day. but he takes on nt least four of 
them. Yesterday he boxed twelve rounds 
with Gibbs. Lsvlgne, Donovan and Goff, 
and fin'jnod the last round as strong as 
the firs*. In boxing with Hegarty last 
Friday the Akron Giant lost his head and 
knocked the little Australian down and 
punch'd n friend of the latter who tried 
to break the men apart. Being no boxer. 
Hegarty started In to slug with Gus, and 
before ne knew It. Tim clouted him one 
over tho eye which brought tho red stuff 
This stinging blow nettled Gus. who cut 
loose in earnest. After tho affair was 
over Billy Madden apologised to Flegur- 
ty. who 1 * a very gentlemanly little fel¬ 
low.

Johnny of Navarre Turns a Complete 
Somersault and Another 
Falls Over Him. 


N EW YORK. Oct. 23.—A chapter 
-* of accidents marred the racing 
at Morris Pork to-day. Alexan¬ 
der Olsen. one of the Jockeys, 
received injuries which resulted in his 
death a few hours later; two horses were 
killed outright, another was ao badly hurt 
It had to be shot and three other jockeys 
had narrow escapes. 

In the first nice King T. fell at the wa¬ 
ter-jump. directly in front of the grand 
stand, and broke his neck. Barry, the 
Jockey, escaping injury. 

It was In the fifth race that Olsen met 
with hla fatal mishap, and when he waa 
picked up It was at once seen he was 
most seriously hurt, and when token to 
Ford ham Hospital the surgeons found hls 
skull had been fractured, lie lived until 
7 o’clock this evening. Olsen W’as eight¬ 
een years old and waa riding Timothy 
Foley for K. L. N. Anderson. 

The race was at one mile for tmuden 
three-year-olds and upward. Just after 
the start Timothy Foley was apparently 
crowded on the fence and went down. 
The field went on and when rounding the 
far turn Johnny of Navarre, with Coch¬ 
ran up. overatrode himself, and twisting a 
plate turned a complete somersault, while 
Councilman Tom, J. Callahan riding, fell 
over him. Johnny of Navarre was killed 
and -the other horse so badly hurt he had 
to be shot. The Jockeys marvelously es¬ 
caped and walked back to the stand.

“He suggests 0 # a remedy the con¬ 
solidation of the Iron and steel Industry 
of the United Kingdom Into a single 
corporation for mutual protection and 
defense against the ovenvhelming for¬ 
eign competition; the benefits which 
w'ould be derived from the substitution 
of a single corporation for thirty or 
forty different managements he de¬ 
scribed in a convincing manner. 

“Hi# proposal wa« accompanied by a 
preliminary memorandum of the scheme 
of combination, which was worked out 
with precision and painstaking care. A 
financial syndicate would be formed to 
underwrite and furnish all the cash re¬ 
quired for the successful organization of 
the amalgamated company, each vendor 
having -the privilege of joining It. 

• • • 

How the Deal Would Work. 

“The value of the tangible asset#' of 
each vendor would be ascertained by 
valuers on a basis of willing seller and 
wilting buyer. The earning power of 
these assets regulating the value of 
good-will would be obtained by taking 
the average annual profit* of the last 
five year# and deducting therefrom the 
interest of 4 per cent, on the value of 
assets and multiplying the result by five 
for good will. In tills way they would 
be valued only by such profit# as were 
in excess of the amount of Interest 
which the capital Invested In assets 
could earn. Elsewhere the total capita! 
of the combined company would be the 
value of all business*-* valued this way. 
with the addition of such further caih 
working capital as might be required. 
It would b»* divided into debenture, 
preference and ordinary share*, and the 
owners’ businesses would be paid for in 
securities or proportionally in cash as 
the #tock might be taken by the public.

“The concentration of the capital in 
the Iron and steel trade wiU open the 
way for similar movement* among the 
English mine owners, shipping lines and 
textile trades, and even the railways 
may ultimately be brought together on 
a common basis of self-intere*t.“

Steel Companies In England Will Not 
Enter American’s Combine. 

London, Oct. 23.—On the authority of 
the secretary of one of th»? largest steel 
companies in England, a representative 
of the Associated Press Is able to say 
there will not be any steel trust formed 
here. There may possibly be some 
combinations of the smaller concerns, 
but the steel trade of England is prac¬ 
tically in the hands of three firms, and 
those concerns emphatically deny that 
they contemplate amalgamation or ab¬ 
sorption.

STATE ISSUES 


DISCUSSED BY OHIO DEMOCRATS 
AT BUCYRUS. 


The Campaign Is Opened In the Pres¬ 
ence of a Large and En¬ 
thusiastic Crowd. 


Bucyrus, O’., Oct. 23.—The peculiar 
situation is presented In Ohio of the 
two parties not only differing on issues, 
but also a« to what are the issues. 
At the Republican opening at Delaware 
last Saturday none of the five speak¬ 
ers referred to State issues. 

At the Democratic opening of the 
campaign here to-day State issues were 
paramount in all of the six speeches 
of the afternoon and of the same num¬ 
ber at the night meeting. Nearly all 
the speakers denounced to-day what 
they called “firing from behind tho 
tomb of McKinley.” Col. KUbourne 
compared the platforms and discussed 
both State and national Issues, as did 
also Charles W, Baker, who 19 con¬ 
sidered the Democratic candidate for 
Senator. 

Baker opened, saying the Republic¬ 
ans favored a canal in Nicaragua while 
they had allowed the Ohio canals to go 
to electric traction companies without 
compensation. He stated that the Re¬ 
publican leaders were seeking to divert 
attention from Ohio affairs by discuss¬ 
ing foreign questions. Chairman 
Daugherty. Gen. Finley, Anthony How¬ 
ells. Congressmen Norton. Zimmerman 
and McCarthy all were In tune with 
this key note, but its rnvist forcible ex 
ponent was Mayor Tom Johnson, of 
Cleveland, who burlesqued Republican 
orators In their attempt to carry the 
war into the Philippines, Porto Rico 
and Cuba and keep attention away 
from exciting condition* in Ohio. 

He also burlesqued Senator Hanna’s 
watchword of “let well enough alone, 
claiming that the trusts and others 
were “escaping their proportion of tax¬ 
ation; all had a battle cry.” Then he 
detailed the extent of the Increase of 
the taxes this year In Cleveland, the 
home of Senator Hanna, and said “If 
the same policy was pursued elsewhere 
In the State the people would appre¬ 
ciate the desire of some people In want 
ing to ’let well enough ulone.’ ”

AN LL. D. 


SAMPSON IS ALSO HONORED. 


Closing Exercises of the Bi-centennial 
Celebration Are Attended 
By a Large Crowd. 


JUSTICE BREWERS ADDRESS. 


New Haven. Conn., Oct. 23.—Repre¬ 
sentatives o? many peoples and creeds 
of the learned professions and of the 
Industries and literature were honored 
by Yale University to-day, and in turn 
paid homage to the great institution of 
learning, which celebrated the com¬ 
pletion of the second century of its ex¬ 
istence, as they marched behind Yale’s 
colors, delegates to the great festival, 
and participated in the closing func¬ 
tions of the celebration, as well as did 
honor to the President of the United 
States, the guest of the university. 

The closing exercises of the bicenten¬ 
nial were officially commemorative. They 
were held in the Hyperion Theater. 
Classical muidc. a commemorative potrn 
and a Greek festival hymn, both com¬ 
posed for the occasion, a commemora¬ 
tive address by David J. Brewer. Asso¬ 
ciate Justice of the United States Su¬ 
preme Court, the clothing with the 
hoods of the honorary degrees of great 
men. a list of whom affords a roster of 
monumental fame, and a reception at 5 
©’dock this afternoon at University 
Halt, constituted the day’s exercises. 

• • • 

President Arrives. 

President RooBevelt and party arrived 
on time at 9:30, after an hour's run from 
Farmington, where a considerable com¬ 
pany of people had gathered to bid him 
good-bye. 

In addition to the regular party, the 
President was accompanied oh the trip 
by Gov. McLean, Commander and Mr**. 
Cowles, Miss Alice P.oosevelt, his 
daughter; Miss Helen Roosevelt, his 
niece, and Mrs. W. Bayard Cutting, of 
New York. 

• • • 

Received Guests. 

President Hadley, of Yale, and Mayor 
John P. Stud ley were on hand to receive 
the distinguished guests, and, after an 
exchange of greetings, briefly, the ride 
toward the university campus was be¬ 
gun by way of State and Chapel streets. 

Upon arrival at the campus the Pres¬ 
ident was conducted to Rattell chapel, 
and after a brief rest there was escort¬ 
ed to his place in the academic proces¬ 
sion of learned doctors, masters of arts, 
distinguished guests of the university 
and graduates. There were thousands 
In the line, all dressed in academic 
gowns, many of which were faced with 
tolors indicative of their wearer’s de¬ 
grees. Way for the procession through 
the crowds whic h filled the street near 
the campus was made by the military 
escort. 

At 10:30 the parade moved slowly to¬ 
ward the Hyperion Theater, where the 
commemorative exercises were held. 

• • • 

Enter the Theater. 

A few minutes later President Roose¬ 
velt and President Hadley entered the 
theater. The President of the United 
States was led by the university’s Pres¬ 
ident to the seat of honor directly be¬ 
hind the orator’s desk. President Had¬ 
ley took his seat beside him. 

On this platform were Joseph P. 
Choate. John Hay. Richard Olney. 
Chief Justice Melville W. Fuller and 
Justice Brewer, of the United States 
Supreme Court; Presidents Elliot, of 
Harvard: Patton, of Princeton; Faur.ce, 
of Brown. Harper, of Chicago; Harri¬ 
son. of Pennsylvania, and other college 
Presidents, besides literary men and 
churchmen of distinction. 


When the long list had been finished 
President Hadley advanced a step or 
two and with great Impressiveness said; 
"There yet remains one name.** 

In an Instant the great audience was 
standing. The President of the United 
States also arose and the theater rung 
with cheers. The air was filled with 
waving handkerchiefs and programmes. 
Remarking that Yale had chosen for 
the degree this candidate before he be¬ 
came President, President Hadley an¬ 
nounced that all Yale men were now 
doubly honored by greeting the man 
anu the President as a son of Yale. 

President Hadley made a brief speech, 
to which President Roosevelt replied, 
expressing his thanks for the honor. 
The hymn ’’America” was then sung 
and the audience dispersed.

Sampson Present. 

Admiral Sampson, apparently In Ill- 
health. did not enter with the proces¬ 
sion. He made his way to his place 
through a side door, and, leaning on 
the arm of President W. W. Farnam, 
was shown to his seat.

Brewer’s Speech. 

David J Brewer. LL. D.. Justice of 
the United States Supreme Court, de¬ 
livered the commemorative address. 
Justice Brewer was given a tremendous 
ovation. 

Early in his address Justice Brewer 
elicited beany applause from the au¬ 
dience when he referred to Yale as a 
place ’’where men * r»* taught to recog¬ 
nise a Washington, whether his name 
Is George or Booker.” 

He referred to tb° great progress 
made by the American nation and told 
of the great causes operating in the 
United States to produce wealth, con¬ 
solidation and centralisation. 

• • • 

Cannot Be Stayed. 

The speaker stated that the movement 
toward centralisation could not be 
stayed; that It Is a natural evolution. 

• “The commercial spirit Is taking ad¬ 
vantage of the wonderful facilities giv- 
#n by steam and electricity,” said the 
speaker. "Injunction against strikers 
will not Stop It; legislation against trusts 
will not. Attempting to stay the move¬ 
ment of Its chariot wheels by Injunc¬ 
tion or statute Is lunacy, compared with 
which Dame Partington’s effort to stop 
the Atlantic with a mop is supreme 
wisdom. Appeal must be taken to the 
great court of public opinion, whose de¬ 
crees are Irresistible. In that court 
every man Is counsel and every man is 
Judge. That court may not stay the 
movement, but will control it.” 

The speaker then said thnt the na¬ 
tion. In order to control the movement 
properly, needed the educated man, and 
that never before In the history of the 
country was there such a demand for 
educational Institutions as there Is at 
present.

Degrees Presented. 

The presentation of candidates for 
honorary degrees followed the com¬ 
memorative address, the function occu¬ 
pying about one hour. Secretary 
John Hay. Joseph H. Choate, Chief 
Justice Fuller, Archbishop Ireland, 
Mark Twain.

DIVORCES GRANTED BY COURT. 


John P. Starks* *. D. H. Wilton and 
Julia PArk©r Couper, executrix for W. C. 
Couper. tv ho have been sued on the 
amount of their alleged unpaid stock In 
the Scottish Security Company by a 
large number of Investment bondhold¬ 
ers, filed a petition yesterday for the 
transfer of all such suits brought in the 
County Court and Magistrate Meglem- 
ry’s court, and for the consolidation of 
them with the actions brought In the 
Circuit Court.

JOHN HOSKINS THE VICTIM OF 
A SERIOUS ACCIDENT. 


Electric Car Hits Vehicle and Throws 
Aged Occupant To Hard 
Pavement. 


Maj. Hersey Back From Washington, 
Where He Called On the 
President. 


Mr. John Hoskins, one of the well 
known old citizens of Louisville, suf¬ 
fered dangerous and, perhaps, fatal in¬ 
juries In an electric car accident on 
Fourth avenue, near York street, yes¬ 
terday afternoon. 

Mr. Hoskins had been dowrn town and 
he started to walk out to his home. 
1521 Brook street. He had gotten but 
part of the way when he found him¬ 
self too tired to go farther. Being on 
Fourth avenue it whs impossible for 
him to get convenient street car con¬ 
nection. so he hailed an express wagon 
and asked the driver to take him to 
Brook and Caldwell streets. The driv¬ 
er consented. 

They were driving out on the west 
side of the street Just betore York 
was reached the driver attempted to 
cross the street car tracks to the 
asphalt on the east side. Fourth-ave¬ 
nue car No. 721, in charge of Henry 
James, motorman, was coming out 
Fourth avenue at good speed. The 
motorman anticipated no move on the 
part of the driver of the express wagon 
ahead of him. 

Suddenly the w*agon swung across the 
tracks. The motorman shut off the 
current and threw the brake with all 
hU strength. The car slid along 
the rails and just caught the hind 
wheels of the express wagon. The roar 
of the wagon was thrown violently 
around. Mr. Hoskins, on the front 
seat, was thrown violently head first 
to the granite pavement. Just dear of 
| the west side car tracks. The oar 
stopped within a few feet. The wagon 
had not been badly damaged and ihe 
young man on it escaped without in¬ 
jury 

Mr. Hoskins was conscious when 
they got to him. He was carried Into 
the office of Dr. A. Lelght Monroe, 
near at hand, and the Falls Oltv ambu¬ 
lance summoned On examination Dr. 
Monroe discovered thai the injured 
man had suffered fractures of several 
ribs, besides numerous bad bruises and 
contusions about the head. Dr. Mon¬ 
roe wem with his patient to the lat¬ 
ter’s home, and last night reported him 
to be in fairly good shape. However, 
on account of Mr. Hoskins’ extreme 
age. seventy-five years, the gravest 
J doubts are felt concerning his recov¬

Harry 
Whiteside, a son, who Is In the produce 
business In Louisville, and Mrs. How¬ 
ard Buckley, a daughter, of Grand 
River, Ky.. survive. 

The funeral will take place at 2 p. m. 
to-morrow. The Rev. C. E. Asbury. of 
Wall-street M. E. church, will officiate. 
The interment will be In Walnut Ridge 
cemetery, Jeffersonville.

up hts fishing tackle and secured a 
supply of minnows for an early start. 
Should the weather turn cooler, and 
the river continue at Its present stage, 
salmon and bass fishing may be good 
for several weeks yet. 

Died On His Way Home. 

John Perrin, an old soldier of the 
Civil War and a resident of Lafayette 
township, five miles north of New Al¬ 
bany, for many years, died suddenly 
from heart disease yesterday while on 
his way from his home to the little 
town of Mooresville, on the Paolt pike. 

The fatal seizure came to him on the 
highway and he went into a black¬ 
smith’s shop by the roadside, where he 
seated himself on the anvil and expired 
in a few minutes, before the black¬ 
smith could call assistance.

NOW AT REST 


TRAVELS OF A 70,000-POUND 
BLOCK OF GRANITE. 


Three Days To Move Die of Jefferson 
Statue From Sixth and River 
To the Courthouse. 


A crowd of twelve weary and soot-be¬ 
grimed travelers stopped at the Court¬ 
house at 6 o'clock lap; evening, and re¬ 
turned thanks that the end of their 
Journey had been reached. For three 
days they had been on their way from 
Sixth street and the river. That Is 
pretty plow' going, hut the*o men had a 
70,000-pound block of granite for lug¬ 
gage. The Immense block of granite la 
the die of the Jeffereon ptatue which 
is being erected in front of the Court¬ 
house. 

It Is ten feet square and five feet high. 
It will be placed upon the granite base, 
and upon it will rest the bronze statue 
of Jefferson. 

It required twelve men. a team of 
horse* and a wagon load of block and 
tackle to move It. It was unloaded from 
the flatcar at the foot of Sixth street 
on Monday morning. Hickory’ rollers— 
twelve of them—were placed beneath It, 
and the immense ropes and pulleys 
were placed In position. All day long 
the horses tugged, and darkness found 
them at Main street. On Tuesday the 
block of granite was pulled beyond*Mar¬ 
ket street, and Inst night when quit¬ 
ting time came it waa In front of the 
Courthouse. 

F. E. Gardner, of the Harrison Gran¬ 
ite Company, of New York, superintend¬ 
ed the work. The block Is not poliil, 
or It would have weighed about 115.000 
or 120,000 pounds. A hole three feet 
square was dug In the top. This was 
necessary to secure a car upon which 
to ship It. 

A flat car with a capacity of 70,000 
pounds Is iare enough, but to have se¬ 
cured one that would carry 120.000 
pounds would have been almost impos¬ 
sible.

HAVE HOPES OF ONE 

OF THE ARMY POSTS. 


Board of Trade Directors Discuss 
Probability of Securing This 
Permanent Addition To City. 


Th* directors of the Board of Trade 
are of the opinion that one of the four 
permanent army post sites shortly to 
be selected will be located near Louis¬ 
ville.

The committee 
made many valuable suggestions to the 
board as to what should be done on 
those lines In the future, and the direc¬ 
tors adopted the report and will carry 
out Its recommendation. Mr. Charles 
H. Bobmer, Mr. E. Galiatl and Mr. Turn 
O. Hall were the delegates.
